All peace officers of

th e mob sw ept them aside and continued 
rioting. 


M ayor T rigg m ade repeated efforts to 
quiet the rioters, but beyond cheering him 
vociferously the mob sw ept on and depre­ 
d ations continued. A fter the hundred fren- 
zied men com posing the mob had finished 
th eir w ork In the' n o rth end of the city 
they rushed to the southern end, w here 
lived a num ber of negroes. T heir houses 
w ere vacant and not a negro could be 
found. T hree m ore houses w’ere fired and 
tw o w ere consum ed. 


T he stre e ts w ere thronged a t m idnight 
and the wliole city w as in an uproar. As 
fa r as know n th ere have b»>en no fatali­ 
ties, though m any persons received m inor 
injurie.s.
